T h e announcement thai the air mail will inaugurate con­ 
tinuous service between New York and San Francisco beginning 
with July or August, promises a speedier passage of Communica­ 
tions from the cast to the west. 
The flying machine is being de­ 
veloped to the point where it promises to conquer space, and its 
quick movement from place to place will tend to unify the thoughts 
of people who may read the same thing in the west that the east 
had read but a few hours before. 
Such developments are not possible until time, thought, and 
money has been expended, and the government has been at work 
through a considerable period preparing for the* inaugural ion of 
this service. 
It was necessary to have beacon lights placed on the 
five regular landing fields and the stupendous plan is glimpsed 
when it is announced that these will have a candlo power of 600,- 
000,000 each. 
Less powerful lights will be placed every 25 miles 
along the route sa thut the flyers may In* guided during their night 
flights by these lights which will direct their movement. 
This undertaking has been started for business reasons. The 
rapid movement of mail will be made possible and important let­ 
ters will l»e carried quickly from one side of the country to the 
other. 
But while this was tin* motive that Influenced tin depart­ 
ment in developing the service, other advantages will ai erne. 
Reg­ 
ular flying between points so far apart will tend to stabilize this 
new method of travel and the public will be brought to see that 
the nation must develop the airplane for (commercial and military 
purposes. 
Such (lights wbll lead to fu rth e r developments in the 
machine itself which, with passing time, will be improved until 
its utility becomes as great as that of other means of travel that 
have been slowly and patiently developed. 
These, however, wdll be but the physical sides of a great spir­ 
itual advance, when spiritual is taken as a name covering the un­ 
seen influences of thought and emotion. 
When the newspapers 
are carried back and forw ard across the* United States, so that 
readers in the east and west read the same thoughts and follow 
the same records within a few hours of each other, the fur flung 
sections of the country will be unified as they never could be when 
separated by so many hours.* The problems of California will bv 
read by the people of New York and the problems of the east will 
be studied by the people of California, and any happenings that 
are related to these problems will be read soon after their occur­ 
rence by the peoples of the east and the West. 
This will make 
for a closer sym pathy'and is bound to develop a stronger national* 
ism which, if founded on an idealism that keeps it noble, may 
serve the world grandly. 
Thus men are becoming the conquer­ 
ors of space but are at the same time failing to conquer self -the 
human sell iii which lies all the possibilities of the world's good or 
ill. 
A lter all, physical achievements do not promise m an’s do­ 
minion over those passions that work havoc in the world order.

I MTY IN DIVERSITY 


P resident H arding has expressed his opinion of the dangers 
that Inhere in the bloc system that has been developed in the 
United States during recent years. 
He sees in ii a menace to the 
future of American institutions, because it tends to create a 
factional strife that promises nothing but a clashing of the ele­ 
ments that make up American life. 
There is a possibility of unity in diversity when those who 
are diverse are working for the good of the whole, but there is 
no possibility of unity when the individuals or tin* groups are 
motivated by the desire to win individual or group advantages 
at the expense of the whole of which they are a part. 
The ten­ 
dency of society to break up into smaller groups has been deplored 
by many who have studied the drift of this age; while others, 
no less thoughtful, have felt that these groups by bringing to­ 
gether men of similar purpose, while working in sympathy with 
other groups, may win better results for society as a whole than 
larger organizations in which discords threaten disruption. 
In the bloc something different is found than that which 
characterizes the* groups already mentioned. 
The groups work 
together for common ends looking to the advantage of the whole, 
while the bloc is intent upon securing the good of the bloc irre­ 
spective of its effect upon society at large. 
No part of society 
which is represented by a bloc , whether farmer, labor or capital, 
is independent of the other parts that go to make up the whole. 
And in this lies the menace of the bloc to national life. 
America 
does not w ant labor control, capital control, farm er control, but 
citizen control. 
The critics of the bloc must avoid similar methods of win­ 
ning group advantage. 
If the bloc is to be condemned because it 
is subversive of tile best American interests, the lobbyists of other 
groups are equally to be condemned. The lobbyist, who is paid by 
the capitalist group or tin* industrialist group, is out for the same 
thing as the bloc and the interests of neither are national, the in­ 
terests of both are factional and selfish. 
There is bound to be 
diversity in a country with a population as mixed in origin and 
occupation as that of the United States, but if these can be taught 
to place the common weal before all cise the destiny of America 
is secure. 
Its diversity promises a larger good when the diverse 
characteristics have not been lost but merged in the struggle for 
the common welfare of the nation as a whole. 
-o- 
W h a t one doesn’t want is sometimes good for one, and it is 
sometimes good to be made to want what one doesn’t want, 
tier- 
m any didn’t want to be conquered, and to be conquered wasn’t 
pleasant, but Germany got a republic out of the defeat and that 
was better fa r than her militarism.

T he announcem ent th at the air mail will i n a u g u r a t e con­ 
tinuous service between New York and San Francisco beginning 
with July or August, promises a speedier passage of com m unica­ 
tions from the east to the west. 
The flying m achine is being de­ 
veloped to the point where it promises to conquer space, and its 
quick movement from place to place will tend to unify the thoughts 
of people who may read the same thing iii the west th at the east 
had read lait a few hours before. 
Such developments are not possible until time, thought, and 
money has been expended, and the governm ent has been at work 
through a considerable period prep arin g for the Inauguration of 
this service. 
It was necessary to have beacon lights placed on the 
five regular landipg fields and the stupendous plan is glimpsed 
when it is announced th at these will have a candle power of (>00,- 
000,000 each. 
Less powerful lights will be placed every 25 miles 
along the route so (hat the flyers may be guided during their night 
flights by these lights which will direct th eir movement. 
This undertaking has been started for business reasons. 
The 
rapid movement of mail will be made possible and important let­ 
ters will be carried quickly from one side of the country to the 
other. 
But while this was the motive that influenced (tie d e p a rt­ 
m ent in developing the service, other advantages will accrue. 
Reg­ 
ular flying between points so fa r a p a rt will tend to stabilize this 
new method of travel and the public will be brought to see that 
the nation m ust develop the airplane' for commercial and m ilitary 
purposes. 
Such flights will lead to fu rth e r developments in the 
m achine itself which, with passing time, will be improved until 
its utility becomes as g reat as that of other m eans of travel th at 
have been slowly and patiently developed. 
These, however, will be but the physical sides of a great sp ir­ 
itual advance, when spiritual is taken as a nam e covering the un­ 
seen influences of thought and emotion. 
When the newspapers 
are carried back and forw ard across the United States, so that 
read ers in the east and west read the same thoughts and follow 
the same records w ithin a few hours of each other, the fa r Hung 
sections of the country will be unified as they never could be when 
sep arated by so m any hours.* The problems of California will bt' 
read by the people of N ew York and the problems of t ho east will 
be studied by the people of California, and any happenings that 
are related to these problems will be read soon a fte r their occur­ 
rence by the peoples of the east and the west. 
This will make 
fo r a closer sympathy*and is bound to develop a stronger national-! 
ism which, if founded on an idealism that keeps it noble, m ay' 
serve the world grandly. 
Thus men are becoming the conquer­ 
ors of space but are at toe same time failing to conquer self — the 
hum an self in which lies all the possibilities of till' w orld’s good or 
ill. 
A fter all, physical achievements do not prom ise m an ’s do­ 
minion over those passions that work havoc in the world order.

P r e s i d e n t H a r d i n g has expressed his opinion of the dangers 
th at in h ere’ in the bloc system that has been developed in tile 
U nited States during recent years. 
He sees in it a menace to the 
fu tu re of A m erican institutions, because it tends to create a 
factional strife that promises nothing but a clashing of the ele­ 
m ents th at make up Am erican lite. 
There is a possibility of unity in diversity when those who 
a re diverse are working for the good of the whole, but there is 
no possibility of unity when the individuals o r the groups are 
m otivated by the desire to win individual or group advantages 
a t the expense of the whole of which they are a part. 
The ten­ 
dency of society to break up into smaller groups lins been deplored 
by m any who have studied the drift of this ag e; while others, 
no less thoughtful, have felt that these groups by bringing to­ 
gether men of sim ilar purpose, while w orking in sym pathy with 
other groups, may win better results for society as a whole than 
larg e r organizations in which discords th reaten disruption. 
In the bloc som ething different is found than that which 
characterizes the groups already mentioned. 
The groups work 
to gether for common ends looking to the advantage of the whole, 
while the bloc is intent upon securing the good of th e bloc irre­ 
spective of its effect upon society at large. 
No p a rt of society 
which is represented by a bloc , whether farm er, labor or capital, 
is independent of the other parts th at go to m ake lip the whole. 
A nd in ^this lies the menace of the bloc to national life. 
A m erica 
does not w an t labor control, capital control, farm er control, but 
citizen control. 
The critics of the bloc m ust avoid sim ilar methods of win­ 
ning group advantage. 
If the bloc is to be condemned because it 
is subversive of the best Am erican interests, the lobbyists of other 
groups are equally to be condemned. 
The lobbyist, who is paid by 
th e capitalist group or the industrialist group, is out for the same 
th in g as the bloc and the interests of neither are national, the in­ 
terests of both are factional and selfish. 
There is bound to be 
diversity in a country w ith a population as m ixed in origin and 
occupation as that of the United States, but if these can be taught 
to place the common weal before all else the destiny of Am erica 
is secure. 
Its diversity promises a larger good when the diverse 
characteristics have not been lost but merged in the struggle for 
the common w elfare of the nation as a whole.
